AT.ogular "Sot-to" in a British Edit- 
orial Sanctum. .

On that day some free comments had 
been made in the paper about the ab 
seme of Thomas Jackson from the 
Conservative meeting, which was ad 
dressed by Mr. Bentinck and other 
Conservative members, un the preced 
ing Tuesday. Annoyed at the remarks 
which appeared, .Mr. Jackson waited 
upon Mr. Windross at his residence so 
early as nine o'clock on Saturday 
morning, when that gentleman was 
not tip. Mi'. Jackson sent up his card 
and asked Mr. Windross to name a 
time when he could he seen at his of 
(ice. An appointment was made for 
l'J:'i0; at which time Mr. Jackson pre- 
sented himself at (he Gti-.ctti office. 
According to Mr. Jackson's account, 
when he entered the editorial sanctum 
there were three persons there, Oeorge 
Windross, the editor, and on the other 
side of a low partition, John Windross, j 
his brother, ami a reporter. Ml. | 
Jackson politely requested the editor 
not to refer to him again in the columns 
or his paper, as he (Mr. Jackson) did 
not wish 10 be considered either a pub- I 
lie or "society" man. The editor re- j 
plied he would refer to him when and 
how he liked. I'pon this, a wordy al- 
tercation ensued, in the course of 
which, according to Mr. Jackson's 
statement, the editor took hold of a 
slick and brandished it over his head. 
I'pon this provocation Mr. Jackson 
delivered the editor a blow in the face 
with his list, knocking him into a cor- 
ner. The two men then closed. See- 
ing that his brother, who is the 
smaller man of the two, was getting 
the worst of it, John Windross leaped 
over the partition to his rescue, and. 
standing on the window seat, (lulled 
iitf Mr. Jackson, got his head "in 
chancery " and began "pummeling" him 
in the face. Mr. ./ackson released 
himself, and, seizing Ceorge Windross 
bv the coat, pulled him out into the 
passage where there was more room. 
Here a regular set-to fight took place, 
in which both parties suffered, Event- 
ually Mr. ./ackson states that he seized 
the editor by the collar and pulled him 
towards the street door to get rid of 
his brother.

PROGRESS OF BPdTISU COLUM- 
BIA-ITS POLITICAL FUTURE'. 

It is a remarkable fact that the two 
provinces at either end of tho Dominion 
preaent in their experiences and condi- 
tions a strong family likeness. Both are 
maritime provinces, though their shores 
aro washed by different oceans and the 
resources of both are almost identical in 
their nature and variety — fishing, lumber- 
ing* mining and agriculture. Both have 
suffered and been retarded in their pro- 
gress in the past by want of facility of 
communication with the outer world; both 
entered tho union with some reluctance; 
both havo had difficulties with their step- 
mother, the Dominion, after coiniiu,' to 
live with the family, and both are at pres- 
ent only partially developed and the sub- 
ject of groat expectations. The parallel 
even extends to tho changes of late years 
in the political ideas of ihe two provinces. 
Both havo mado trouble in the house- 
hold, not without reason, and each has 
came to the conclusion that there is per- 
haps moat to bo got at the present day 
by living at peace with the family. It is 
also probable that the Dominion govern- 
ment itself, with the various and diverse 
interests which are yearly crowding upon 
it, has arrived at the conviction that dis- 
contented provinces don't pay. and that 
if there are any outstanding balances 
they had better he settled or at least com- 
pounded for as quickly as possible. In 
this light, notwithstanding the delay that 
has unfortunately occurred in the settle- 
ment with British Columbia, there is pro- 
bably little to fear, as the Dominion gov- 
ernment from sheer necessity is possibly 
as anxious to get rid of the difficulty as 
the province; and Sir John personally, 
looking to the possible exigencies of his 
government, is too astute a politician to 
negloct the opportunity. Now as to Brit 
ish Columbia itself: The Dominion may 
bo said to have opened out gradually like 
a telescope, of which British Columbia 
may bo considered the last joint. Once 
its horizon was bounded by the so-called 
eastorn provinces; then Manitoba came 
to be considered as the last practicable 
boundary, and then the inception of the 
great railway from ocean to ocean again 
lifted the Dominion horizon until it final- 
ly rosted on tho gleaming waves of the 
Pacific. Until the gold discoveries on 
tho Fraser in 1858, British Columbia was 
almost an unknown region, not only to 
Englishmen but Canadians, except as a 
lief of the Hudson Bay Company; and 
now the settlements formed at that tune 
havo developed into the present progres- 
aivecolony, and considering the disadvan- 
tages of its isolated situation ita progress 
has boon wonderful. This must in a 
great measure be attributed to the many 
reaourcos already adverted to, though it 
is a question if even this favorable condi- 
tion lias not its disadvantages, us it tends 
to prevent that concentration of energy 
which a more limited Held ensures. How- 
ever this may be, owing to a series of for 
tunate circumstances the pr ivince has 
suddenly emerged from its obscurity as a 
terra incogn U a shrouded in the mists of 
the Pacific into the full blaze of noto- 
riety as a promised land, and the stream 
of immigration threatens even to antici- 
pate the completion of the railway which 
reems to be crawling towards us like a I 
slow earth-worm, alike indifferent to our ] 
own necessities and those of the outsid 



CALIFORNIA. 

Destructive Tiro at San Francisco— 
A Fascinating Fcmalo 
Causes two Lovers to 
Shoot Themselves. 

.San Fkanltsi o, June 19. — A biiildino 
known as the old Morton House, on Post 
street, between Kearny and Dupont 
streets, was destroyed by fire early this 
morning. It was occupied by O'Connor, 
Mutl'att & Co.'s drygooda house and tho 
Olympic club, Acme billiard parlor and 
partly r;::ited as offices. Losses, various- 
ly estimated at from S-'o0,000 to $400,- 
000, which it is believed aro fully covered 
by insurance. The building was owned 
by Edward Barron. The fire originated 
in the card room of the Olympic club. 

It is the most disastrous lire since tho 
groat lumber fire two years ago. It was 
first noticed at 3:'M this morning by the 
steward of the Olympic club. Before he 
could sound the alarm the tiro had got 
well under way. When tho engines ar- 
rived hopes had ceased of saving the up- 
per portion of tho building. The lire 
patrol immediately turned thoir attention 
to save the dry goods of O'Connor, Moflatt 
it Co. This they succeeded in doing by 
means of tarpaulins. At 4 o'clock the 
roar wall fell out into Morton street, in- 
habited from one end to the other by 
denii monde. The greatest consternation 
was created among occupants wiio sought 
refuge in all quarters. At 5 o'clock the 
lire department succeeded in overcoming 
I the intensity of tho flames and saving the 
I two lower stores and adjoining buildings, j 
' fortunately protected by heavy masonry. '

portion of its area should remain an un- 
populated waste — and its own people 
should be the last to argue that it affords 
no scope as an immigration field. With 
a oiild and healthful climate such as ex- 
ists in no other part of the Dominion; an 
area twice that of Great Britain; exten- 
sive coal deposits, superior to any others 
on tho Pacific coast; undeveloped milling 
regions containing gold, silver, iron and 
copper; fisheries among the richest in the 
world; forests that are the admiration of 
thu travoller; and excellent agricultural 
lauds which, though they may be limited 
in extent, are still untitled, and many a 
fertile valley comparatively unknown, 
British Columbia has everything to anti- 
cipate. All these resources can only be 
developed by population and capital, and 
although some portions of an isolated 
community are in the I) rat instance upt to 
ba jealous of the introduction of both, the 
tide of immigration will hold ita svay just 
un naturally as water seeks its level This 
article commenced with a comparison of 
the maritime provinces at the extremities 
of the Dominion, and though our own 
provinces is separated by magnificent dis- 
tances from the other provinces on the 
seaboard, yet tho time may come in the 
future of Dominion politics when the 
whole of the maritime sections of the Do- 
minion will be brought near to each other 
by a community of interests on the floor 
of tho house at Ottawa, and instead of 
fighting isolated and ineffectual battles on 
their own behalf, may find it their best 
policy to form a maritime union in the 
interests of all. New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, Prince lid ward Island and even 
shy Newfoundland, hiding away in the 
ocean under almost impenetrable batiks 
of fog, may find it to their interest to 
join hands with British Columbia, on one 
question alone. Even the most distant 
of those provinces is conveniently situat- 
ed with regard to the United States; all 
of them are interested in the question of 
commercial relations with that country 
more than the rest of the Dominion, and 
by joining together might hope for better 
terms both on this and other questions in 
common than they could ever obtain 
alone.

complaints, has stated his determination 
to discharge every and any employe' who 
is found to have been guilty of opening or 
abstracting a newspaper while in the 
mail. Without commenting on the prob- 
able cause or causes, it is nevertheless a 
fact that many papers that leave Victoria 
never reach their owners; and an enquiry 
of a similar nature held here would have 
the effect, al least, of causing greater care 
to be taken and show that they are not to 
j be looked upon in a light different to let- 
I ters, and us so much unimportant rub 
bish.

Columbia river li.-h, however, have again 
been much neglected, and the value is 
slightly nominal at 25s. to 25s. fid. 

The 11 rarer s' Gazette, with reference to 
the canned goods market, says. Business 
in canned goods has been considerably 
interrupted by the holidays, hut the 
brighter weather of tho past few days has 
had an exhilarating effect on the trade. 
Ill salmon a better demand prevails; the 
Latolia arrived this week with 42,01)0 
cases British Columbia salmon, which has 
nearly all changed hands at from 22s. to 
24s. 

The Liverpool eomppondenl of the 
London Ororen' (rV.effe says; The pres- 
ent week, owing to Wijilsuntide, is very 
unfavorable for the salt of canned goods, 
and business for the moment is almost 
neglected. Fair sales at full market rates 
have been made of Feasor river salmon, 
but Columbia river packing seems but m 
light demand. There is a fair inquiry for 
lobsters, both for tall and tlat goods, but 
no important sales have been effected; in 1 
tact, th" preselll week lias been very un- 
eventful.

Hayward gol the money and said

month after tins happened, Jones was 
sitting in his cabin, alien Hayward sud 
deulj luirsl in, as white as a sheet 

' "Jones,-" said he, "I have struck it.'' 
"Struck what .'" said .lone-. "I don't 
know just what yet," answered Hayward, 
"lint T have struck the richest vein I have 
ever seen." They went together to look 
at it, and sure enough, Hayward had 
struck an imiuonse "bonanza" or pocket 
of almost pure gold. Jones, with bin ex- 
perience, saw it was the richest mine in 
California. They sent it to San Fran- 
cisco for Eugene Kelly, then ;t young 
mining expert of great ability. He pro- 
nounced it the greatest strike in his time. 
I lav w ard had found the Now Amador, 
the richest gold mine in the world. 
He sold it to Wells Fargo and some oth- 
ers for §5,000,000 and the day the sale 
was made he gave Jones §1,250,000. 
Jones afterwards married Hayward s 
daughter. But this is the history of the 
New Amador, and of tho great start iu 
life of Jones of Nevada. 

Dovolopmont of Milking Capacity. 

Fanners often hesitate whether to 
have their heifers come in at two or 
throe years old. The purpose held in 
view in raising them may decide this 
question. If the object is to make the 
best possible milking animals, it will 
be better to have them come in at 
two years old. If the purpose is to 
make beef animals as well as milkers, 
then it would be preferable to have 
them come in at three years oi l or 
even later. The development of deep 
milking capacity is the result largely 
of training. It is also aided by feed 
and breeding. Manipulations of the 
udder, as in hand-milking, are the 
foundation or starting-point for the 
very wonderful milking capacity of the 
domestic cow. 

In a wild state, the cow, like the 
buffalo, gives only milk enough to sus- 
tain her young, and that only for a 
few months. No extraordinary pro- 
ductions of milk ever occur in wild an- 
imals, though they are as well fed and 
as healthful and vigorous as in a do- 
mestic state. The cattle which have 
been turned out on the plains of Tex 
as, where they have an abundance of 
food the year round, have their milk- 
ing qualities run down to a low stand- 
ard in a few generations; showing that 
hand-milking is as necessary to sustain 
an abnormal secretion of milk as it is 
iu dev eloping it in the first place. 

Cows derive their milk from the 
food they consume, and large quantities 
of milk can only result from high feed- 
ing; but .such feeding must be done un- 
tlerstandinstly and at the proper time, 
or it may have an client quite the re- 
verse of what is aimed at and desired. 
To feed a cow high when she is not in 
milk — that is, to give her more food 
than would be necessary to maintain a 
healthy and vigorous constitution — a 
quality which would produce fattening 
or an extraordinary development of 
flesh — tends to check rather than to tie 
velop milk secretion. 

Tho Groat Forry- 

Oregoi.ian, 20th hist. : The large iron 
ferry boat to transfer the trains of the 
Northern Pacific railway company across 
the Columbia ut Kahuna, was shipped in 
sections some time since from New York. 
It will probably arrive here in November. 
Two gentlemen have come out hero 
from Washington, Delaware, to superin- 
tend the putting together of this huge 
craft. Cue of them is S. S. Hazlot, mas- 
ter carpenter, who has boon connected 
with the shipyards at Washington for the 
past thirty years. H. Kitubol, who is 
shortly to arrive, will superintend the 
machinery. Her dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Length between perpendiculars, 
H20 feet; length over all, Tib feet; breadth 
of hull, 11 feet; breadth over guards, 73 
feet G inches. She will bo supplied with 
a boiler room on each side and two hori- 
zontal non condensing engines 3(5 inches 
diameter and !> feet stroke. She will bo 
furnished with side wheels 27 feet in 
diameter by 8 feet face. Three lines of 
tracks will run along the deck, giving 
a capacity for twenty-seven cars. When 
loaded she will draw about sovon feet. 
Tho joiner work along the Hides will con- 
tain state rooms, mess room, saloon, etc., 
for the accommodation of the crew. 



Agricultural Notos. 



Warning ! 



The "Mark Lane Express" : American 
farmers have found out tho danger of deep 
ploughing where tho subsoil is sterile, a 
lesson which has been well learned iu this 
country. 

Clean out tho springs and brooks that 
furnish drinking places for the live stock, 
and especially where the cows drink. 
Filthy water does not help a cow to give 
pure milk. 

Rough places, old sod land, poor stub- 
ble, etc., may produce a fair crop of 
buekwdieat with good effect on tho soil. 
If ploughed under when nearly grown, it 
makes a good green manure that will lit 
the land for some valuable crop. 

Reports from noariy all parts of the 
United States speak in exceptionally fav- 
orable terms of the prospects for fruit. 
Peaches promise to bo unusually abund- 
ant, there being scarcely a word of com- 
plaint from any quarter. The early cher- 
ries were damaged by frost; but the later 
cherries are abundant. 

Hawks, rats and other vermin will de - 
stroy many chickens unless guarded 
against. Provide safe coops that can bo 
closed at night, and do not open them 
until the dew is off the grass. Guinea 
fowls are useful in giving alarm upon tho 
approach of danger. Young chickens 
may run in tho garden, where they wdl 
destroy many insects. 

Hungarian grass may follow the rye, 
and be oil' iu time for fall seeding. A 
plot highly manured and sowed to corn | 
will give in a few weeks a large supply 
of tine green fodder for the milch cows. 
Any of this crop that is not needed for 
the daily piecing out for the pasture, 

1 makes good winter fodder when cut ami 
cured. 
The Indians were the first cultivators 
of corn, and they know a "heap" about 
| it, too. Their guide as to planting time 
| was the butternut tree. When the wealh 
or and ground had become sufficiently 
| warm to make the butternut put, forth its 
leaves they planted, and never before. 

Swine do best when they have a pasture 
A small orchard, seeded to clover, with 
an open shed for shelter during storms, is 
especially suited to the summer keeping 
of young pigs. With plenty of grass, 
pure water, and a liberal feed at the 
trough, pigs should make a rapid and a 
healthful growth, and produce cheap, 
wholesome pork. Tho orchard is benefit- 
tod by the destruction of injurious insects 
eaten by the pigs in the fruit. 

A correspondent says that a cheap, 
handy and good breast-strap can bo made 
by taking a piece of old tug and attach- 
ing a snap to each end. Tho snaps may 
be hold by strips of leather passing 
through the ends of the snaps on to the 
tug and there riveted. Two thicknesses 
of leather will do if the tugs are not to be 
had, but old tugs aro best, as the neck- 
yoke ring will slip itself on them better 
and not jerk the horse so hard It is 
easily taken off when not in use.

Tho Action of tho Heart, 

As each stroke of the heart, says 
the Edinburgh Review, projects a 
quantity of blood into the conduits of 
the system, and as it does so some 70 
times every minute, and a, 200 times 
in an hour, this implies that it does 
the same thing 100,800 times in 21 
hours, 30,000,000 times in a year, ami 
more than 5,500,000,000 times in a 
life of 70 years. The mechanical force 
that is exerted at each stroke amounts 
to a pressure of thirtesn pounds upon 
the entiro charge of blood that has to 
be preseed onward through the branch- 
ing net work of vessels. According to 
the lowest estimate that has been 
made, this gives an exertion of force 
that would be adequate, in another 
form of application, to lift 129 tons 
one foot high every 21 hours. Yet 
the piece of living mechanism that is 
called upon to do this, and do it with- 
out a pause for th ret score years and 
ten without being itself worn out by 
the effort, is a small bundle of llesb 
that rarely weighs more than 11 oun- 
ces. It is in the nature of the case, 
also, it must be remembered that this 
vital machine cannot be at any time 
stopped for repair. If it gets out of 
order, it must be set right as it runs. 
To stop the beating of the heart for 
more than the briefest interval, would 
be to change life into death. The nar- 
rative of what medical science has 
done to penetrate into the secrets of 
the delicate force-pump, so jealously 
guarded from the intrusion of the eye 
that it cannot be even looked into un- 
til its action has ceased, is, neverthe- 
less, a long history of wonders. By 
moans of the spytnograph — a writing 
style attached to the wrist by a system 
of levors and springs- the pulse is 
made to record actual autographs of 
cardiac and vascular derangement.
